Most 
of this land is in the far West, but ihe means of reaching it are 
far different from those of the earlier days and there will be 
no lack of settlers when (he actual demand for them arises. 


But it is well lo bear in mind that it is not necessary lo go 


west in order (o engage successfully in farming. 
There are 


thousands of acres of land in.the eastern states that are 
sup- 


posed to be "worn out," bnt'wliich can be restored to fertility, 
and in many instances this' can be done easier and cheaper 
than one can move lo and establish himself in the West. 
These lands have the advantage of near markets and good 
roads, and, properly worked, will yield as good returns as can 
.be secured from.farming.in any part of the United States. 


The sum and substance of the whole matter is that there is 
rio danger rjf.a land famine or any other kind of famine in this 
country. The production "of the soil is capable of being 
doubled over and over again, and with 2/9,000,000 acres yet 
linlouched ibis babyish to worry over an imaginary approach 
of a shortage in the food supply.
